Wrestling in England. 


Cumberland and \Vostmorelw>d wrest- 


ling is the kind commonly seen in'Lon- 
don. Before (Jie actual struggle begins 
both men must have fair hold by clasp- 
injr their liamls behind ono another s 
buck. To loose this hoM, onco taken,' 
is to IOOHO the bout; and tho same re- 
sult follows if a man touches tbs 
ground with a kneo or any other 
part except the foet. 
This kind of 


wrestling was introduced, rather than 
rofived, in London in 1829, when thevo 
was a grand contest, at which nearly 
two hundred entered, and over einco 
tbut, with but very few intermissions, 
the Northerners, have continued their 
annual Easter meeting. 
Tho only other 


system which needs particular mention 
is tho Lancashire, or "catch-as-oatcb- 
can" wrestling, which differs in little 
but in the mode of taking hold from tho 
other North country variety. There 
nre thus, if tho Devon and Cornwall 
stylus are reckoned as one, three dis- 
tinct kinds of wrestling in England, 
ciich having its merits and defects. The 
rules its to falling are, no doubt, simpler 
and better in tbo North country codes^ 
.for the distinction between fair back- 
falls and other falls is diilicult to drawj 
and productive of disputes. Still morq 
iunpopular in this country is tho Frencl^ 
system, by which the uso of the log, 
either in striking or hanching. is pro- 
hibited altogether, and the men, after 
Jailing, continue tho struggle on tho 
ground till ono is fairly on his back/ 
On tho other hand, tho obligation, to rei 
tain a hold;as lirst caught is artificial/ 
and deprives the art of much of its 
practical value; for in an actual scuffle 
no man could wait to begin until his ad- 
versary hud a fair hola. Tho Devon-j 
shiro stylo is of course condemned byt 
(,'vury 0110 except Devonshire men, foij 
nothing can be more barbnrous or rqorq 


estructive of fairness than to degrade 


tbe encounter into a kicking match, in, 
which each man's shins are gradually 
disabled by 
cuts and bruises. The 


golden mean would perhaps bo arrived 
ut by a rule allowing the men to take 
what hold they can aud throw their op- 
ponent as they like. Any wrestler who 
was good at outplay would then bare a 
chance to finish the combat without 
coining to close quarters, while one 
who preferred inplay would endeavor 
to rush in, and, as the Cornishmen say, 


;o to the grips." Full scope would bo

"skips," such as out-sido and ibsido 
striking, naming, hankering and twii- 
ing ovor, as well as for cross-buttock- 
itig, hunching, hh/ling and tho devices 
in which inplaycrs excel.—Hell's Life. 


Moravian Funeral Ceremonies. 


By accident, as wo left the Sisters', 


house, a funeral was just being con- 
ducted at tlio church, a building p'er-i 
Imps sixty years old, with small win-* 
dows and'an open tower, but in interior, 
modern and commonplace, like an)' 
New England parish meeting house. 
While the friends andapromfscuous as- 
sembly had entered tho clmrch, the cof- 
iin had been carried to a small building 
adjoining, called tho dead-house, to rq- 
main during tho services. 
In olden 


times, almost as soon as the breath 
ceased, tho dead were borno to this 
house, thcro to rest till the buriaj, but 
at present it is only used during tho 
funeral ceremonies. When the service 
closed those who -wished to look upon 
tho face.of tho dead repaired to this 
house, .while the friends remained in tho 
church-till, at a signal from tho trombone 
players, who, six in number, led the 
procession, the coffin was brought out, 
carried some distance and rested on the 
Around at ono anglo of tho square 
•formed by tho clmrch, the dead-house, 
tho rear wall- of tlie Sisters' house, and 
i parochial'school-house. Tho trom- 
bono players, with the officiating minis- 
ter, took their places on the side, tho 
nearest friends on the other; others fol- 
lowed so as to iill up the two sides of 
tho square, tho trombones sounded 
again, and tho minister repeated these 
lines, which wcro sung, slowly and 
plaintively: 


Grant mo with fnith unshaken 
To rest, upon Thy gruco, 
Until my soul Je tukun 
• 
To see Tbec luce to face.

Among Iho various ways of diversify^ 


jug production on tho farm, the cream-' 
i:rv has many advantages. 
It yields 


ick returns. Many creameries payl 


ca-.li every month. A farmer who lacks 
capital to stock his farm and must wait 
for the natural increase to give him his 
return, may, by investing in.cows, get a 
return in a few months. 
Ho thus, in n 


lea-sure, gets the advantage of the 
nimble sixpence." 
The results arc 


more certain than in most other lines ol 
farming. 
Good butler is always in'do-: 


mand for cash. The product being sold 
as fast as made, the risk of a falling 
mnrkt't with a full stock on hand is. 
largely removed. 
If extreme fluctua- 


tions in price come, they aflect only '« 
part of the year's production. The"ous- 
in«ss is fairly remunerative. The prof-; 
its, as is usual with a business in whicb 
the element of risk is largely removed, 
we not excessive, but being steady, maj : 
in tho long run bo better for the farmer 
than a more speculative Hue of work 
with promise of larger profits. The fol- 
lowing are some essential conditions ot 
success in the business of furnishing 
croam to a creamery: 
The cows must 


be liberally fed; valuable production 
conies from abundant food. There must 
be the greatest regularity in feeding, 
watering and milking tho cows. Tho 
cows must be good ones. These cann'ol 
alwavs be bought, and the successful 
dairyman should raise his own cows as 
fast and as far as possible. 
He can 


thus bo in a position to select the best to 
keep, and sell the others. The whole 
business must be under the immediate 
direction aud care of the owner, or of 
some painstaking person who has a pe- 
cuniafy interest in the returns from the 
dairy. It will rarely bo possible to have 
the work done successfully by hired help 
alone.—Prof. 
Thompson in American

Falling Mortally Wounded, His Family 


Aie\Overpowered and the Prisoner 


Taken Out and Hanged. 


OWENSBORO, Kv., July 15.—At 1:30 


o'clock yesterday morning an armed mob 
attacked tho County Jail, killing thi jail- 
er, W. J. Lucas, breaking In tho doors of 
tho cell-room and taking Klchard May 
out and hanging him to a tree In the 
Court-houae yard. 
The negro who 


was hung was charged vrlth attempted 
rape ten days ago on Miss Kelly, 
daughter ol a farmer living a few miles 
above Owensboro. The mob had organ- 
ized on several nights during the past 
•week, but did not attempt to carry out 
their designs. Sunday night, at about 
midnight, as your correspondent was re- 
turning to the city he was halted by five 
masked men near Gravel lload Hell Gate, 
but was allowed to pass without molesta- 
tion. Many persons In the city wero on 
tbe lookout (or a

from tho mob, and they were not disap- 
pointed. They entered the city at about 
ball past one o'clock and surrounded the 
jail. The jailor called to his wife to 
have his pistols In readiness und refused 
to open the doors of the jail. They de- 
manded the keys. He replied that he 
"was an officer of the law and Intended 
to do his duty." They replied that he 
would give up the keys and then do his 
duty. He replied that "he would do his 
duty or dle,\' und some one In the 
crowd cried: 


DAMN IT, DIE THEN. 


The jailer was at this time up stairs on 


the back porch, on the north side of the 
jail and just between the jail and the resi- 
dence. The mob began llrlng, and the 
fire was returned by the jailer and his 
son Thomas, a boy aged about sixteen. 
They fired thirteen shots, tho mob firing 
as many as 10Q limes. Jailer Lucas llred 
from the porch and his sou from the 
front windows. 


TWO OK THE MOD 


arc reported killed, eye-witnesses saying 
that they saw ono man fall, shot by Tom 
Lucas, and that he was placed on a horse 
und quickly carried off. Alter firing six 
shots from tho porch the jailer was shot, 
tho ball entering his right side, near the 
nipple.

refusing to give up tho toys. His wife 
took a pistol and tried to repel the mob, 
but they crowded 
op the stairs and 


lorced her to Iglve ap tho ceil keys. The 
outer door was battered down by a sledge 
hammer. 
They then took May from his 


coll and hung him to tho only available 
limb In the Court-house yard. It is said 
that they had ropes prepared for two oth- 
er victims. The rope was a new cue and 
the knot a regular hangman's tie. The

RIDDLED WITH BUIXETS. 


The jailer carried a lantern in hla hand 
and afforded a good target lor tho mob. 
Alter hanging their victim tho mob de- 
parted, leaving a number of masks about 
tho jail premises.
